The communications filed on 1/21/00 (paper #4) and 2/28/01 (paper #9) remain 
not fully responsive to the communications mailed 12/22/99 (paper #3) and 9/29/00 
(paper #6) because, as previously made of record, 37 CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) states that 
each sequence disclosed must appear separately in the "Sequence listing" and in the 
text of the description and claims (i.e., where first mentioned in the specification). 
See MPEP 2431 . In particular, the Brief Description of the Figures on page 4 must 
recite SEQ ID NOs: 1 & 2. It also remains unknown what SEQ ID NO: 15 represents. 
Further, Figure 3 shows no DNA sequences (i.e., SEQ ID NO:18), which is further not 
consistent with page 1 1's disclosure of what SEQ ID NO: 18 represents. Therefore, the 
specification must be amended, and a new CRF and paper copy is required should 
these sequences not be contained within the instant Raw Sequence Listing. Applicant 
must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) 
before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132. 

APPLICANT IS GIVEN A ONE MONTH EXTENDABLE PERIOD WITHIN WHICH TO 
COMPLY WITH THE SEQUENCE RULES, 37 CFR 1 .821 - 1 .825. Failure to comply 
with these requirements will result in ABANDONMENT of the application under 37 CFR 
1 .821(g).
